While we may not know 
everything yet there are 
some things that ought to be 
known by everybody. And 
there are some things that 
the children of God ought to 
know whether anybody else 
knows them or not. 


God, in His infinite wis- 
dom, has given man an intel- 
lect, and itis intended that 
this intellect be useful to its 
possessor, and kept occu- 
pied with that which will 
elevate the race in the world, 
and prepare mankind for the 
world to come. Every body 
ought to make good use of 
what God has given them. 


One of the purposes of life 
is to obtain knowledge. But 
there may be some things 
that it would be better not 
to know. And _ there «.re 
some things that people ought 
to know that they do not 
know. This is one thing that 
makes life so interesting— 
constantly reaching out into 
the unknown and mastering 
that wich has hitherto been 
unknown. 


In these days it is necessa- 
ry for people to learn trades, 
and have certain accomplish- 
ments that prepare them for 
the duties of life, but the all 
important things that ought 
to be known are those per- 
taing to salvation and our 
eternal interests. 


The prophet Hosea gives 
utterance to some words that 
ought to fall heavy upon 
every child of God. “My 
people are destroyed for lack 

ot knowledge.” (Hosea 4:6.) 
' This expression certainly 
places a premium on “knowl- 
edge.” It surely means to 
relegate ignorance irto the 
far away darkness of the 
past. If God’s people are 
destroyed tor lack of knowl- 
edge, then in ordet to escape 
this destruction it. will 
require good use of the intel- 
lect to acquire that which is 
of so much importance. 

Then under this considera- 
tion, where is the place or 
time for idleness? How can 
pelple afford to wander lazily 
around with scarcely any 


prove the moments as_ they 
pass so swiftly by? How 
can they afford to let 
their minds wander or play 
about as if there was nothing 
worth while upon which they 
could be focused, for the ac- 
complishment of some good, 
preparatory to greater 
achievements in this world, 
and in preparation for the 
future state of existence? 


It is important, of course, 
to know how to get saved, 
but it is equally important to 
know how to keep saved. 
It is important to know how to 
get sanctified, but it is equal- 
ly important to know how 
to keep sanctified. It is im- 
portant to know how to re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost, but it 
is equally important to know 
how to keep the blessed 
Spirit after He is receiv- 


ed. 


All this information is given 
in the Bible, therefore, a con- 
stant study of this Book is 
necessary in order to obtain 
the knowledge without which 
people will be destroyed. 
“Study to show thyself ap- 
proved unto God,” says 
Paul at 2 Tim. 2:15. In or- 
der then to have His approv- 
al we must have knowlege. 
And in order to keep from be- 
ing destroyed we must know 
what to do, how to act and 
what kind of conversation in 
which to engage. 


We have been asked to 
explain how to teceive the 
Holy Ghost. This knowlege 
may not be known perfectly 
by the intellect, but there are 
certain general principles 
that can be known. When 
Jesus explained the matter to 
His disciples He simply told 
them to “tarry ye * * * until” 
and “wait for the promise.” 
But before the tarrying com- 
menced they had forsaken all 
to follow, Him (Math. 19:27) 
had their names written in 
heaven, (Luke 10:20) they 
‘where clean, (John 15:3), 
‘they were not of the world 
| (John 17:16), and> last of all 
ijust before they commenced 
their tarrying He blessed 





their tarrying with great joy. 
(Luke 24:50-53.) 

There is another matter in 
connection with this _ that 
should not be overlooked. 
There are two essentials right 
here to which we wish to 
call attention. Without 
these essentials one need 
hardly expect to receive the 
Holy Ghost. One is, Loving

Some think they are obe- 
dient to Him, when their fail- 
ure to receive the Holy 
Ghost proves that they are 
not. God’s Word cannot 
lig, and it plainly shows that 
God has given’ the Holy 
Ghost to all that obey Him. 

Then if it takes obedince 
to receive the Holy Ghost, 
no less is required in order 
to keep Him. If you had to 
submit and sacrifice certain 
things that you might receive 
the Holy Ghost, you will 
have to continue the submis- 
sion and still prove faithful 
to the sacrifice to retain Him. 
“As ye have therefore re- 
ceived Christ Jesus the Lord, 
so walk ye in him.” Col. 2:6. 
And we retain our experi- 
ence on condition that we 
walk in the light. 1 John 1:7.

Paul 
declares that people who en- 
gage in such things cannot 
inherit the kingdom of Christ 
and of God.

| There is another thing that 
people must know or they 
may fall under the expres- 
sion of the prophet Hosea. 
And if people are destroyed 
for lack of knowledge, which 
is true, then they should re- 
member that God requires 
them to meet together with 
the saints of God. When 
they received the Holy 
Ghost they felt like they 
could not miss a service, but 
later some have become 
careless and are scarcely 
ever seen in services for 
worship. The wrath of) 
God will soon fall on such 
people if they CAN go and 
WONT. 


It is just as necessary to 
keep on going to services af- 
ter having received the Holy 
Ghost as it was to go while 
you were seeking. In fact, 
the book teaches that we 
ought to gather together more 
often, even, as we approach 
the day of the Lord. Heb. 
10:25. And people become 
responsible for what they 
could know and wont. By! 
attending the services they | 
could learn something they, 
may not learn by staying at | 
home. 





Of course, where people | 
are isolated, and are not in’ 
reach of the place where the 
saints assemble together, they 
may be excusable for a while 
but one of two things ought | 
to occur pretty soon even 
with this class. They ought, 
to either start up a work and’ 
get some body saved with) 
whom they can meet and: 
fellowship, or move some 
place where they can have 
the benefits derived from 
immediate fellowship. 


And while they are thus 
unavoidably isolated they 
should make good use of 
every opportunity to study 
Word, and good literature, 
so as to obtain the necessary 
knowledge, without which 
they may be destroyed.

But 
it is evident that we will be 
held accountable for things 
we could know and don’t. 
Ignorance is no excuse. Paul 
says among other things, “So 
that they are without excuse.” 
So we connot go before the 
judgment and plead igno- 
rance and be excused. Jesus 
says, “Ifany man will do his 
know of the 
doctrines.” John 7:17. Then 
the reason people do not 
know is because they do not 


do.

“Wherefore the rather,breth- 
ren, give DILIGENCE to 
make your calling and elec-

Notes from J.ectures Giyen

Today, the world and the 
Spirit, are insisting upon the 
fruit of a just life; and not the 
credulous statement, that men 
are justified by belief. 

The just live by faith. That 
means, a holy life as God 
sees. To any man who is not 
justified, it is impossible. Do 
remember that ‘just’ here, 
in the Bible sense, does not 
mean uprightness in the busi- 
ness world, cleanness in the 
social world, or integrity in 
private life; that is ordinary 
human righteousness. If any 
man does not square his life 
with that, he simply has not 
reached the ordinary level of 
a common man. 

The just, in God’s sight, is 
aman who is holy, as God 
himself is holy. 

There is only one holiness, 
and that is God’s holiness. 
The holiness of a just man, is 
exactly the same. 

When the Holy Ghost 
dwells within, the man bears 
an exact family likeness to 
Jesus Christ. 

The just man, is a Godly 
man. That is why it is im- 
possible for any man to live 
the just life in God’s sight, 
unless he be justified by 
faith, and lives by faith. 

There is not one just man 
on earth, who made himselt 
just. The atonement is to 
put men right with God. 

Any soul that will walk in 
the light of it’s convictions, 
will experience a bracing, 
and invigorating peace; be 
those convictions good or 
bad, is a matter of no import- 
ance. The just man walks 


by the light of the Lord, and 
not by convictions. 

The forgiveness of sins 1s 
not the purpose of the atone- 
ment (the cross); it is but the 
means to its purpose, viz. 
holiness. 

When Jesus cried “It is 
finished,” he did not only 
mean that men could get 
theit sins forgiven, but that 
they could be made “‘holy as 
He is holy,” and walk with 
God here on earth, as He 
walked. 

To confuse justification 
and holiness, by making them, 
either the same thing, with 
different names, or by entire- 
ly separating them, is to fall 
in thoroughly unchristian er- 
rors. 

Justification is the means 
to holiness; and to stop short 
at one, without the other, is 
to annul justification. 

Our Lord’s work produces 
the greatest thing on earth— 
holy man or woman. 


Sanctification is of a free 
moral nature. It depends 
entirely upon my _ willing, 
conscious, definite, break 
with sin at the cross; and by 
an act of faith, enthroning 
Christ, with the world, the 


flesh and the devil, conquer- 
ed. 


The teaching of holiness, 
must be seen in a two fold 
light. First, that it is impos- 
sible to any man_ under 
heaven; second, that without 
it no man can see or stand 
before God, or be saved. 


The first work performed 
in the heart, by the light and 
authority of God’s word, is 
despair; the second work is 
the recreation of that man. 
Justification is a gift, and 1s 
given to a despairing nature, 
who, willingly as a pauper, 
accepts it at the hand ot Je- 
sus Christ. Sancttfication is a 
gift, which is given to the na- 
ture that wilfully, and wil- 
lingly, murders, in all its hid- 
iousness, the old man (The 
old man’s motto is “my right 
to myself”). 


The old man never died of 
illness. The word “mortify” 
means, to kill at one blow. 
The struggle on both sides 
of justification, and sanctifi- 
cation, is not, wrestling with 
God; but is wrestling with,

I have felt impressed for 
some time, to write a few 
words to the paper, and drop 
a little note of warning to 
our people about compro- 
mrsing. ' 

Most of us remember how 
the devil raged, and how he 
worked with all of his com- 
bined forces, to keep us from 
receiving the Holy Ghost, 
and after we did receive 
Him, how the people, many 
times our own kindred, turn- 
ed against us; how those we 
thought were our frends 
separated us from their com- 
pany, saying many hard 
things about us; how the 
churches of which we had 
been members for such a 
long time, turned us out as 
heretics, casting out our 
names as evil; and many 
times we were threatened 
with a beating: but oh, such 
victory as we did have in 
our souls! How humbly we 
tried to live. It was so easy 
to trust the Lord for every- 
thing, When we were called 
to pray for the sick, how 
quickly the Lord would heal.

Let them be only thine own, 
and not strangers’ with thee. 
Let thy fountain be blessed; 
and rejoice with the wife of 
your youth. Let her be as 
the loving hind, and pleasant 
roe; let her breasts satisfy 
you at all times.”
